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USDA Complex Will Open Soon 
With 1300 Employees

The doors of the new United 
States Department of Agriculture 
(USDA) office complex in 
Beltsville, now 99.9% complete, 
- are expected to open in February, 
according to Wally Aughenbaugh, 
Director of the agency’s Strategic 
Space Planning Office. Occu- 
pancy will be phased in starting 
with about 100 administrative 
employees transferring from 
USDA’s facility in Riverdale. 
The next group to move into the 
facility will be Agricultural Re- 
search Service Administrative fi- 
nancial and information employ- 
ees currently housed in leased 
offices in Capital Office Park. 
Originally 1,500 employees were 
to be assigned to the four-build- 


ing campus. That number has 
been reduced to 1,300 said 
Aughenbaugh. , 


Located on 45 acres of the 
Beltsville Agricultural Research 
Center (BARC), the complex is 
located south of Sunnyside Av- 
enue between Tucker Street (near 
Rhode island Avenue) and the 
CSX tracks. Amenties include a 
cafeteria, physical fitness and day 
care centers, a court yard, exer- 
cise trail and credit union. 
Aughenbaugh said that BARC 
will plant corn on the lower por- 
tion of the land. 

From the start, the Greenbelt 
City Council vigorously opposed 
the office complex. Council 
cited adverse effects of road im- 
provements on the environmen-

Everyone at the Greenbelt 
City Council worksession on 
January 14 expressed pleasure 
that the right-turn lane north- 
bound from the Beltway exit 
ramp at Kenilworth Ave. will be 
eliminated with changes now be- 
ing planned by the State High- 
way Administration (SHA). The 
present merge within a short dis- 
tance of highspeed traffic from 
the Beltway into traffic slowing 
to turn right at Crescent Rd. has 
long been recognized as a design 
flaw. 

Several accidents — some of 
them fatal — have occurred 
there. With the Beltway exit 
ramp eliminated, all traffic will 
be routed through the light to 
turn either north or south on 
Kenilworth. 

“But why don’t you just stop 
there?” asked councilmember 
Alan Turnbull. He was address- 
ing an SHA team led by District 
Engineer Charlie K. Watkins, 
who were there at council’s invi- 
tation to discuss issues of con- 
cern to Greenbelt. Foremost 
among these were plans to re- 
construct the section of 
Kenilworth between the Beltway 
and Cherrywood Lane. The road

County Department of Public 
Works and_ Transportation 
(DPWT), that USDA prefers the 
major ingress and egress for the 
new facility to be via Kenilworth

enues, since it would be quicker 
and avoid Route | congestion. 
To address traffic concerns, 
USDA is also finalizing a trans- 
portation management plan. 
Since only 900 parking spaces 
will be available for 1,300 em- 
ployees at the complex, USDA 
officials are considering a myriad 
of transportation control mea- 
sures. These include shuttle bus 
service from Metro, public bus 
and rail service, ride sharing, a 
telecommuting center and 
telecommuting from home. Re- 
portedly CSX officials have 
turned down the creation of a bi- 


there is due for widening. New 
turn lanes at both Ivy Lane and 
Cherrywood will also be added. 
With the exception of elimi- 
nating the ramp, council argues 
that the new design plans have 
“short changed” pedestrians and 
bicyclists and that additional traf- 
fic lanes on Kenilworth are “un- 
necessary.” In a letter to Watkins 
dated December 23, Mayor Judith 
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Council argues that the new 
design plans have “short 
changed” pedestrians and 
bicyclists. 


Davis had noted the state re- 
quirement that “no SHA project 
[should] sever or destroy an ex- 
isting major bicycle route unless 
a reasonable alternative is pro- 
vided.” Additionally, the letter 
maintains, planned pedestrian 
crossings are inadequate. 

At the January 14 meeting, 
Watkins disputed both charges. 
The bicycle route southbound on 
Kenilworth between Cherrywood 
and Crescent had even been “en- 
hanced somewhat,” he said. But 
he emphasized that SHA had 
been constrained by the need to 


cycle pedestrian path from the 
Greenbelt Metro Station to the 
new USDA complex on the basis 
that a third track will be needed 
in the future. Aughenbaugh, how- 
ever, is still hopeful that the path 
will receive approval. 

In the meantime, DPWT was 


notified, in a January 7 letter 


from the Corps of Engineers, that 
a recent field investigation dis- 
closed that “unauthorized dredged 
and fill materials have been 
placed into jurisdictional waters 
of the United States, including 
wetlands, along Sunnyside Av- 
enue...” 

DPWT Director Betty Hager 
Francis told the News Review 
that “in slightly widening the 
width of the road (between 
Edmonston and the railroad 
tracks) to make Sunnyside safer 
for pedestrians and bicyclists, 
some brush and small trees were 
removed. The contractor did not 
do a good job of removing and 
taking these materials away, she 
explained, disputing that there 
was a Violation. Francis said that 
DPWT will be meeting with the 
Corps to resolve the matter. 

Between Edmonston Road and 
the approach to the railroad 
tracks, Sunnyside Avenue is two 
lanes wide. Beyond that point 
the road becomes four to five 
lanes. USDA is funding 
Sunnyside Avenue improvements 
and those on Edmonston Road 
between Cherrywood Lane and 
Sunnyside.

Man Killed for His Coat 
At Beltway Plaza Theater 


(based on information pro- 
vided by the Greenbelt Police 
Department) 

A 20 year-old New Carrollton 
man was killed on Thursday, 
January 22 at approximately 
11:45 p.m. when leaving a movie 
at the AMC 8 Theaters at 
Beltway Plaza. Anthony Jamaal 
Thomas was leaving the movie 
“Half Baked” with friends. The 
theater’s house lights were still 
off while the closing credits 
rolled on the screen. Thomas be- 
came slightly separated from his 
friends, and apparently was ac- 
costed by a man who stabbed 
him several times and stole his 
Eddie Bauer brand 3/4 length 
coat. Police report that the jacket 
was damaged during the struggle. 

Thomas left the theater, and 
headed for the police substation 
in the mall, which was closed. 
He collapsed shortly thereafter. 
According to Greenbelt police 
spokesperson Britt Cave, mall se- 
curity arrived “immediately,” and 
city police arrived “not long af- 
ter.” Thomas was taken to Prince 
George’s Hospital, where he was 
pronounced dead.

Greenbelt police are investigat- 
ing, but need help. Although 
roughly 100 tickets had been sold 
to the movie, most people had 
left the theater by the time police 
arrived. While police are circu- 
lating a drawing of the suspect, 
additional information is needed. 
(See box.) The suspect is de- 
scribed as a clean-shaven black 
male, 16-20 years old, 5’10", ap- 
proximately 185 pounds with a 
husky build: He was wearing a

and dark pants.

Anthony Thomas

“He would have given him the 
coat, if he’d asked,” Siobhan Tho- 
mas said of her brother Anthony. 
Anthony Jamaal Thomas, age 20, 
died of multiple stab wounds 
only a few yards from the closed 
police substation in Beltway 
Plaza on an otherwise quiet 
Thursday night. He had gone 
along to see “Half-Baked” at the 
movies with friends and been at- 
tacked by a young man who stole 


~ his dark blue Eddie Bauer coat as 


he was leaving the theater and 
stabbed and killed him. 

“Passive, laid-back, very hon- 
est,” are the words his sister, four 
years older, has used in talking 
about her brother this week to re- 
porters. “He was my heart. I 
watched him grow up. He’d come . 
to me with his problems. We 
were close.” 

Anthony had been taking gen- 
eral courses at Prince George’s 
Community College since gradu- 
ating from Parkdale High School 
in 1996. Last semester he became 
interested in criminal law. He de- 
cided he wanted to become a de- 
fense lawyer, Siobhan related, af- 
ter she was assaulted earlier this 
year. A family friend who is a 
paralegal encouraged him. An- 
thony had enough credits to 
transfer this semester to the Uni- 


_ versity of Maryland at College 


Park and he and his sister had 
talked with a Maryland counselor 
earlier on Thursday. But they de- 
cided he would complete his two 
years at PG. “I can’t believe he 
was murdered for his coat,” 
Siobhan reflected again and 
again. 

In Parkdale he ran track, 
played basketball and blew the 
trombone in the school band. Be- 
fore Parkdale he had attended pa- 
rochial school in Hyattsville for 
nine years, been active in cub 
scouts and boy scouts, and played 
Boys and Girls Club sports in 
Glen Arden. He loved and col- 
lected Looney Tunes watches 
from McDonalds. 

He had a Washington Post pa- 
per route for three years and this

Should original Greenbelt be designated a county historic dis- 
trict? This question has been addressed to the board of directors 
of Greenbelt Homes, Inc. and the Greenbelt City Council after a 
unanimous recommendation by the GHI ad hoc Historic District 
Study Committee. The committee unanimously recommended last 
month that the county historic district designation be sought. 
Unlike similar designations by the federal government, including 
that for original Greenbelt as an historic landmark, the county des- 
ignation would place obligations on home and property owners. A 
county designation would also offer tax credits, help to protect the 
historic neighborhood, and strengthen the community’s economic 


vitality and cultural identity. 


The city and GHI are the primary — but not the only — own- 


ers of property within the proposed historic district.

Parkway and Crescent Road, many of the city’s churches, and the 

privately owned homes on Forestway would also be affected. 
This issue has been under consideration for several years, no 


one expects a quick decision. 


GHI plans to give its members

discuss the issue. If all goes well, the board will make a recom- 
mendation to its membership in July 1998. The City Council has 


also moved cautiously.

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An Affordable Price 
For Keeping Beavers? 

Six months ago in this col- 
umn July 31 I voiced concern 
for the future of Greenbelt’s 
beavers. At that time, the 
News Review’s editors assured 
readers that the City had no 
plans to exterminate the ani- 
mals. Despite that assurance, 
my unease has persisted. Now, 
after reading recent contribu- 
tions to this column advocating 
extermination and chastising 
city officials for “dithering,” I 
know why. 

Let us clear up a few misun- 
derstandings. First, we are 
talking about more than one 
animal. The size of the current 
population is uncertain but bea- 
vers are active in the BARC 
area, at the junction of 
Edmonston and Powder Mill 
and along Indian Creek, as well 
as at Greenbelt Lake. 

Second, “pest” — why are 
we singling out beavers for pest 
status? What about Greenbelt’s 
exploding population of grey 
squirrels? Chewing up nests, 
eggs and fledglings, plastic 
bird-feeders, garden tables and 
woodwork, digging up bulbs — 
now there’s a real pest. I 
haven’t’ noticed any irate letters 
about squirrels. Nor about 
people who tear up daffodils 
around the Lake or other regu- 
lar users of the lake whose ac- 
tivities might: qualify them for 
pest status. Canada geese, for 
example, whose droppings foul 


the paths and recreation area. | 


Why not add them to the list 
for extermination? 

And, finally, the word that 
sends a shiver through endan- 
gered species everywhere — 
“extermination.” Extermination 
is, by definition, a final and ir- 
reversible solution, And it will 
be extraordinarily difficult to 
establish a  beaver-free 
Greenbelt Lake without extend- 
ing extermination to surround- 
ing areas and creating a broad 
exclusion zone.

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That is a distasteful scenario, 
and one that poses serious ju- 
risdictional questions. It also 
demonstrates the practical com- 
plications attending a superfi- 
cially simple “solution” like ex- 
termination. Greenbelt faces 
the unenviable task of trying to 
balance the interests of an in- 
truding human population and 
those of a much older natural 
order. Greenbelt is a “hybrid” 
community, neither town nor 
country but with some of the 
problems of both — and that, I 
suspect, is how most of the 
people who live here like it. 

Speaking for myself, I would 
prefer something less radical, 
less huffing and puffing about 
trees, more dithering while all 
the possibilities for co-existence 
are explored. In the meantime, 
the beavers may move on. 
Should they stay, some wire- 
netting and the loss of a few 
trees seems an affordable price 
for part of our heritage that was 
almost lost but from the brink 
of extinction somehow found its 
way back to Greenbelt.

Greenbelt.com Isn’t Busy Anymore! 


The Greenbelt Internet Access 
Cooperative (GIAC), which oper- 
ates on the Internet with the name 
Greenbelt.com, has announced that 
it has formed a partnership with a 
new Internet Service Provider 
(ISP). This provider is SigmaNet 
of Greenbelt. SigmaNet’s parent 
company, Informatics, has been 


doing business in Greenbelt for 


over a decade. 

GIAC found it necessary to 
search for a new Internet Service 
Provider after encountering numer- 
ous problems with their old ISP. 
These problems included service 
outages, frequent busy signals, and 
slow connections. When requests 
to the old provider to.correct the 
problems were unfruitful, a search 
committee was formed. This com- 
mittee solicited input from GIAC’s 
membership regarding the types of 
services desired, and then con- 
tacted over 50 ISPs. 


In December, the committee re- © 


viewed the list of finalists and 


chose SigmaNet as the best candi- - 


date. On January 8, the commit- 
tee presented its recommendation 
at GIAC’s monthly meeting, and 
the GIAC Board of Directors ap- 
proved the change. The transition 
to the new ISP began January 17. 
The planned completion date for 
the change is February 1.

A Greenbelt Gardener 


by Rosie Rhubarb 

Even in the heart of winter 
some plants will bloom. A mild 
winter or a prolonged warm spell 
will bring some plants into bloom 
earlier. 

The small trees between the 
Co-op supermarket and the dry 
cleaners have been in bloom for 
weeks. These flowering cherry 
trees (variety “automnalis”) is 
supposed to bloom in the fall and 
spring. It does not have much 
need for the chilling effect of 
winter that many flowering plants 
require. 

Some witch hazel shrubs 
bloom in winter. Look at the 
shrubs behind the municipal 
building and you will see yellow 
strings. These are the flowers and 
they smell wonderful. The witch 
hazel shrub near the lawyers’ of- 
fice near the Roosevelt Center is 
variety “Arnold’s Promise.” 
Witch hazel liquid, used after 
shaving among other things, is 
made from this shrub. 

My neighbor’s early blooming 
variety of snowdrops has been in 
bloom since New Years. The 
litthe white bells will bloom even

in the snow. I recently noticed 
some primroses and winter aco- 
nite are coming into bloom, the 
warm weather has probably 
brought them out early. Another 
early bloomer is Lenten Rose, 
though not many grow this. 

People have probably been 
wondering about the white cover- 
ings on some of the city’s flower 
beds. This is mostly cover mate- 
rial or bubble wrap in some 
places. These are materials that 
serious gardeners use for a vari- 
ety of purposes. The hope is to 
keep salt out of the flower beds 
as the city crews go about their 
work of snow and ice removal. 

In the past, plants have been 
killed by salt damage in city 
flower beds. This is something 
to remember for your own yard. 
Salt put down for ice removal 
can kill your plants and can 
make the soil salty enough to kill 
other plants put in the same spot. 
Safer substances for ice removal 
include sand, ashes, kitty litters 
and some ice removal chemicals. 
(Read the labels.)

used as a bicycle lane, and the 
12-foot right-turn lane for both 
Ivy Lane and the access road 
into the SHA District Office 
with a new 14-foot auxiliary 
lane that would be shared by 
bicyles and cars turning right, 
or south, from Cherrywood. 

The auxiliary lane would 
serve only a limited number of 
cars, Watkins said. These 
would be forced to turn right 
onto Ivy Lane by a paved is- 
land, or else would have to 
merge left to continue on 
Kenilworth. Such 14-foot lanes 
are considered a “viable com- 
promise,” he said. 

Pedestrian Crossing 

At Crescent Rd. a pedes- 
trian-activated signal would per- 
mit comfortable crossing of the 
highway. The crossing lane 
would be clearly marked and 
adequate time allowed. The 
raised center island would pro- 
vide a safe “refuge area,” 
Watkins said. Pedestrian cross- 
ing would also be allowed at 
Cherry wood. 

Councilmember Rodney 
Roberts questioned the safety of 
these plans. Citing illegal U- 
turns and the frequent running 
of red lights by aggressive driv- 
ers, he praised the pedestrian 
underpass designs of original 
Greenbelt. “This plan is an in- 
sult to intelligence,” he said. 
Instead he called for a pedes- 
trian and bicycle overpass. 

Such a plan would require 
bridge design, Watkins said. 
Noting that the land configura- 
tion at Crescent Rd. would be 
conducive to an overpass, he 
pointed out that new problems 
could arise, such as crime and 
vandalism. He offered to pro- 
vide referrals to the SHA engi- 
neering office if the city per- 
sisted in such a course, “but it

would be a one million dollar 
investment,” he said. 

The present plan is much 
more modest. “This is part of 
a 20-year design cycle,” 
Watkins said. 

“Will you put that in a let- 
ter?” asked Councilmember 
Thomas White. White, the 
longest-serving member of 
council, has been an avid op- 
ponent of plans to extend 
Kenilworth as a major north- 
south artery to join the pro- 
posed Inter-county Connector. 

SHA Entrance 

Roberts raised an issue that 
drew sympathetic responses 
from the SHA representatives: 
the frequency of unintended 
left turns by traffic into the 
driveway entrance to the SHA 
facility. These he attributed to 
the proximity of the highway 
sign for the Marriott Hotel. 
Those unfamiliar with the area, 
he surmised, thought that the 
sign directed them into the 
SHA entrance, instead of into 
Ivy Lane. This was especially 
a problem, White agreed, when 
the gate was locked at night. 

Watkins said he would con- 
tact hotel officials about having 
the sign moved further north. 
SHA staff are interrupted many 
times every day, he acknowl- 
edged, in order to redirect driv- 
ers who stray into their com- 
pound. 

Bicycle Coalition Response 

Present at the meeting were 
two advocates of travel by bi- 
cycle —the city’s Advisory 
Planning Board chair Bill Clark 
and Bill Kelly of Hollywood, 
chair of the regional bicycle 
coalition. Kelly spoke in favor 
of the 14-foot lane as a reason- 
able compromise — “the best 
we can do.” He noted what he 
felt had been a similar accom-

Greenbelt police say that the 
assailant may have been injured 
during the struggle with the 
victim. Any health care pro- 
vider with information on a 
possible suspect is asked to call 
the Greenbelt police at 301- 
507-6530. Identification is 
made more difficult by the fact 
that the struggle and assault 
occurred in the dark. 

City police have had no in- 
dication, Cave said, that the 
victim or his friends knew the 
assailant. 

Cave said that the police 
substation at the mall is not a 
full-time operation. One city 
police officer is assigned to pa- 
trol the mall and its parking 
area. Other officers may stop 
by to do paperwork at the sub- 
station, increasing the police 
presence at the shopping center. 
The substation is only open 
when an officer is inside. 
While the officer assigned to 
the mall works varied hours 
based in part upon crime pat- 
terns, Thursday is .not a high 
crime night, so the officer was 
off-duty, although he had been 
at the mall earlier that evening. 

Violent crime is not com- 
mon at the mall, according to 
Cave. City crime statistics 
show that for 1997 there were 


39 assaults, 3 rapes and 6 rob- . 


beries reported there. Assaults 
is a broad category, which can 
include verbal threats and 


fistfights, as well as more seri-— 


ous attacks. The most com- 
monly reported crime at 
Beltway Plaza is theft, other 
than autos, with 396 incidents 
last year. Other crimes in- 
cluded 23 auto thefts and 13 
burglaries.

Anthony’s hobby was re- 
mote control cars. He saved up 
his money and bought a real 
car, but gave it away to Good 
Will later when something 
went wrong with the engine. 
He and some fellow workers at 
the VOB car dealership in 
Bethesda, where he worked 
part time, bought an old 1955 
car for $100. Each chipped in 
$25. They were fixing it up. 

He was sick a lot growing 
up, his sister said. “I guess we 
protected him.” When a teacher 
wouldn’t let him turn in an as- 
signment late when he had 
been sick, she explained, he 
wouldn’t argue with the 
teacher. “He’d come home and 
tell us and then our mom 
would march up to school to 
argue for him. He was not a 
fighting kind of person.” 

More than 300 people came 
to his wake on Monday and 30 
or 40 cars traveled from the 
funeral at St. Jerome’s Church 
in Hyattsville to the cemetery 
on Tuesday, Siobhan said. “The 
support we got has been won- 
derful.”

Judy Cocchiaro wants the 
women of Greenbelt and the 
surrounding area to pump it up.

But Brenda Jayne, who is 
also a Greenbelt mom, prefers 
Cocchiaro’s Tone and 
Strengthen classes given in the 
dance studio on Tuesdays.

like feeling toned.” 

To tone their muscles, the 
women use arm and ankle 
weights for 30 minutes and do 
exercises on the floor for the 
remaining 30 minutes of the 
session. 

Cocchiaro, a Greenbelt resi- 
dent and a former Spa Lady 
aerobics instructor, says she 
feels the classes are a service 
to the community. “I wanted 
to bring in exercise classes for 
people who can’t afford to join 
a health club,” she says. 

And health club fees, they 
aren't. When women register 
for the Monday, Wednesday, 
and Friday aerobics classes, the 
1l-week session costs a little 
more than a dollar a class. 
Participants also pay a small 
fee for baby sitting and for 
Thursday’s aerobics class. 

No baby sitting is available 
for Cocchiaro’s Tuesday toning 
and strengthening session, but 
the class is free. Cocchiaro en- 
courages participants to bring 
mats and weights, but most of 
all to bring themselves.
